SIMONDS EXPLAINS JUST 
WHAT NEW OFFENSIVE BY 
OUR MEN PROBABLY MEANS 


Not Aimed at Metz, World’s Strongest Position, 
He Says, Nor a Thrust at the Rhine, but a 
Splendid Minor Move in Foch’s Strategy.

It is essential that the outset of

THE TWO ROUTES TO BERLIN. 
The allies have the choice of two routes to the Rhine 
-through Luxemburg and Belgium, in the north, or 
by way of the Alsace-Lorraine valleys. By either of 


these routes they would have to pass through strongly | 


fortified districts, including cities the Germans have 
done their best to make impregnable. In the north these 
are Mainz and Cologne. In the south, Metz and Strass- 
burg. 

Mainz, at the junction of the Main and Rhine. has a 
population of about 120,000 and is connected by a 
bridge across the Rhine with the strongly fortified city 
of Kaste!l. Mainz belonged to France, under the peace 
of Luneville, from I801 to 1814. The Germans retook it 
in the latter vear. Cologne, a city of over half a mil-| 
lion, has a cathedral as famous as that of Rheims. con-' 
taining a shrine in which the Three Wise Men From the 
Kast are supposed to be buried. The city was annexed 
to the French republic in 1797. but incorporated 
with Prussia in 1815. 

Metz and Strassburg have been French possessions 
much more recently, having been the scenes of famous 
sieges by the Prussians in 1870, Bazaine and his army 
being captured in Metz after the disastrous battle at 
Gravelotte. Strassburg surrendered 28, 1870. 
Both cities have since been strengthened, as fortresses. 
in every way modern ingenunity could suggest. 

It is unfortunate that, whichever route is taken by 
the allied armies, ruin must come to the cities and towns 
either of Belgium and Luxemburg or of Alsace-Lorraine 
This war is no longer’a question of fortified cities, but 
of the daily advance of a line of explosive forces that 
wipe villages, towns and cities without discrim-. 
ination.

WHERE'S DUDLEY MALONE? 

Just a year ago now Dudley F. Malone became the. 
first American politician to sacrifice a big office on 
account of woman suffrage. He resigned the collector- 
ship of the port of New York as a solemn protest against 
President Wilson's refusal to approve the Federal 
amendment.
